The late labor agitation in San Fran- 
cisco, which was thought to be at an 
end with the discomfiture of Kearney, 
is again active. A meeting in San 
Francisco yesterday morning was 
again headed by the 
Kearuey, and made a definite demand 
upon the Mayor for work or bread. 
Mayor Bryant replied that he was 
powerless to give work when there was 
no money, and cited the condition of 
the street fund in support of his _posi- 
tion. The committee of working- 
men, Kearney, Wellock and Hayward, 
stated the case plainly and said that 
matters had come to a crisis where 
work or charity was a necessity. The

‘This amount has of course not 
been enough to supply the company 
and it has bought grain upon which 
the freight alone has been $50,000. 
That our

hay, andthat our home market will 


This proves two things. 


keep ahead of our production for years 
tocome. The company mentioned is 
liberal in its dealings, inakes gold coin 
payments, and should be a valuable 
friend to our farmers. We should 
therefore try to encourage the raising 
of grain within our own borders, and 
provide good roads for’outlying sec- 
tions. Much of the land in the valley 
would raise good grain, and the Nevada 
State Mill Co. will contract for all 
we can raise at California prices with 
freight.added. Our industries should 
be multiplied and increased, so as te 
stop thisimportation of common articles 
frem California, and it can easily be 
done.

The Proposed Goloid Dollar. 


WasHIncIon, Jan. 2d.—Directo 
Linderman estimates that the mints, 
running with full force, can coin, in 
addition to gold coin and fractional 
currency, about three million silver 
dollars per month, including half a 
million trade dellars to supply Orien- 
tal demands. He also states that by 
the expenditure of less than $100,000 
the New Orleans Mint could be placed 
in working order and odin at least five 
hundred thonsand silver dollars per 
month in addition to the capacity of 
the mints now ‘operated. 

The proposition urged by William 
Wheeler Hubbell of Philadelphia for 
the adoption of his patent combina- 
tion metal called goloid as the stand- 
ard coin metal of the United States, 
and in behalf of which Senator Wal- 
lace introduced a bill recently, has 
made a very favorable impression on a 
number of prominent Congressmen. 
Among them is Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Meas- 
ures, who yesterday requested the Di- 
rector of the Mint to have dies pre- 
pared and to strike off some speci- 
mens of the proposed goloid dollars. 
Dr. Linderman has given the neces- 
sary directions to the Snperintendent 
of the Philadelphia Mint, and speci- 
mens are expected shortly. It is pro- 
posed that the goloid dollar shall con- 
sist of 256 grains, to be proportioned, 
omitting small fractions, of silver 222 
grains, copper 25 grains and gold 9 
grains. At the present rates its gold 
value would be a little over 95 cents. 
The great advantages claimed for this 
coin are its small and convenient bulk, 
its great resistance to abrasion and ‘its 
tendency to remain in this country on 
account of the difficulty of resolving it 
into its constituent elements.

Eclipses for 1878. 


There will’ be four eclipses during 
the year 1878, two of each luminary, 
as follows: 

An annular. eclipse of the sun near 
2 o'clock in the morning of February 
3d, which will, therefore, be . invisible 
to the people on this part of the earth's 
surface. It will be partially visible 
from nearly the whole of Australia, but 
from neither of the continents, its 
northern limit being south of the 
goutherfimost capes of Asia and Af- 
rica. 

A partial eclipse of the moon in the 
morning of February 17th, visible 
from the United States. The moon 
will enter the earth’s shadow at dh. 
52t4¢m. A. M., and leave it at 6h. 
48%4m. A. M. At 5h. 21m., the mid- 
dle of the eclipse. 0.84 of the moon’s 
diameter will be obsctired. The time 
is not favorable for yveneral observa- 
tion from this section. 

A total eclipse of the sun, July 29, 

visible to all parts of North America. 
The line of totality runs through 
Kameschatka, Behring’s Straits, Alas- 
ka, British “America, Western Mon- 
tana, Western Wyoming, Western 
Colorado, passing about one degree 
southwest of Denver city, and across 
Texas to the Gulf of Mexico, near 
Galveston city. 
' A partial eclipse of the moon in the 
afternoon and evening of August 12th. 
The moon will enter the shadow at 4h. 
52m. P. M., being then below the 
horizon, and will leave it at 7h. 44m. 
P. M., when she will be a little more 
than half an hour high.
